In particular none of the prior art discovered 
including US 6,306,095 Bl to explicitly discloses ending a high-energy ultrasound pulse or a 
sequence of ultrasound pulses just before a T-wave of an ECG which has a particular purpose of 
minimizing cardiac arrhythmia.
